Freepom under God is America’s 
dearest treasure. Its roots lie deep in her 
Christian heritage, and its germ is the con- 
cept of man’s personal responsibility to his 
Creator for his temporal and eternal sal- 
vation. Here in America freedom has flower- 
ed in an ordered democracy, which guar- 
antees to her citizens the widest latitude of 
individual expression within the framework 
of commonly held principles of justice, de- 
cency, and law. 

To preserve freedom America must teach 
freedom. It is in the schools of the nation, 
preeminently, that this educative process is 
carried on. It is in the classroom’ that the 
principles underlying our Christian concept 
of human liberty must be defined and incul- 
cated, if future generations are to appre- 
ciate, defend, and preserve it. But that this 
be done, it is an absolutely necessary con- 
dition that the schools of America should 
themselves be guaranteed their rightful 
freedom to teach the truth. : 

Historically and actually our nation has 
been blessed with educational freedom. Her 
school system is not a closed, unitary crea- 
tion of the state, a servile instrument of gov- 
ernmental monopoly, but one which em- 
braces, together with the state-supported 
schools, a whole enormous cluster of private 
and church-related schools, including many 
of the most honored names in the entire edu- 
cational world, and devoted to the education 
of many millions of the nation’s youth. 

That these private and church-related 
schools serve a minority in America, by 
sheer numerical computation, is a purely in- 
cidental factor, and it is plainly unrealistic 
thinking to discount their importance on that 
score. Indeed, it is unrealistic to belittle in 
any way the schools in which more than five 
million. young Americans are currently re- 
ceiving their education. These schools, em- 
phatically, are an integral part of the Ameri- 
can educational system. And so long as our 
nation is faithful to her principles of justice 


and due process of law, these schools will 
remain a permanent part of that system. 

It is not without significance that the pri- 
vate and church-related schools were the 
first in the field of American education. For 
well-nigh two centuries, during our Colonial 
and early National periods, they occupied 
that field alone. It was from such schools, as 
from fruitful seed-beds, that there came the 
guiding intellectual and moral impulses 
which led to the definition and establishment 
of American freedom, no less than the 
leadership which launched the young Re- 
public on her career in history. The familiar 
pride of a Daniel Webster in his alma mater, 
which was both private and church-related, 
is echoed by countless other Americans in 
all walks of life and at all stages of our 
growth. And it is demonstrably a faulty in- 
terpretation of the mind of such a liberal 
theorist as Thomas Jefferson which would 
present him as a champion of a monopolis- 
tic state system of education. 

As Catholics, our memory is stirred by the 
recollection of the valiant efforts of our reli- 
gious founders in this country to provide, out 
of their slender resources, for the éduca- 
tional needs of their people. We think of 
young John Carroll, destined to be our first 
Bishop, conning his lessons at Bohemia 
Manor, in Colonial Maryland. The torch he 
grasped there was to be carried by myriad 
hands to enkindle brighter fires from end 
to end of our expanding nation. It is with 
honest pride that we survey the development 
of Catholic education in Anjierica, so _ inti- 
mately a part of her cultural growth, so 
deeply intertwined with the traditions and 
aspirations of her people. The Catholic 
school has matured with the Church, a joint 
product of the foresight of the Bishops and 
the enlightened generosity of her faithful. 
It is no foreign importation, no alien growth, 
but.a sturdy native plant, a conspicuous ex~ 
ample of a common religious impulse work-

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in Public Schools 


"Time magazine recently gave 2% 
columns to a withering blast at the low 
standards in the public school system. It was 


From Learning (McKay, $3). After four 
years of experience teaching English in a 
Brooklyn high school, Miss Dunn gave up. 
She averaged ten hours of hard work a day 
with take-home pay of only $40 weekly. 

Most depressing, however, was the stu- 
dents’ refusal to learn, with discipline com- 
plicated by their knowledge that, by law, 
they could not be thrown out. 

Apparently things were not as bad as in 
“Blackboard Jungle’’—not quite. But “al- 
most every class had its sullen and defiant 
pupils who would yawn, lounge, drum, 
stamp, and wander about at will.” To many 
of them, “school is a clubhouse, a place of 


amusement, a convenient place for getting 


cheap lunches, meeting friends.” 

“The prevailing idea regarding texts is 
that if one is too difficult, get-an easier, 
more ‘modern’ one... The print gets larger, 
the pictures more numerous, and I fear that 
the next and final development will be the 
substitution of pictures for words...” 

The net result: “The new methodology 
has raised a breed of child afraid of no one, 
awed by no rule or regulation . . . School 
has become their toy, and they cannot un- 
derstand a teacher’s refusal to let them play 
Wits it... 

There is only one way to straighten out 
such a mess. Start teaching the children in 
first grade about God, heaven, hell, the Ten 
Commandments. Show. them how the 
Fourth Commandment enjoins obedience to 
parents and teachers, respect for all older 
people. Tell them-that disobedience and dis- 
respect are sins to be mentioned in confes- 


_ sion. Train them to jump to their feet when- 


ever the principal or any visitor enters the 
room, , 

That’s the way we do it in our schools, 
and we have order. Anyone who has been 
taught by the Sisters or the Brothers can 
recall their quiet confidence and the tre- 
mendous -authority they wielded. One 
steely glance could cow the most’ riotous 
horseplay. Sister kept a ruler in her desk 
but she seldom had to use it. When she did, 
it was a matter of six or eight stinging 
cracks on the palm of the hand. Offhand, 
we can’t recall anyone being maimed by 
the discipline.’ 

But Sister’s ace-card was the threat of 
sending us to the pastor. We all loved him, 
but we knew that his anger was formidable 
and—well,. he was the great unknown, as 
far as discipline went. One never knew 
what form his wrath might take. He might 
even send for our parents, and then we 
would really catch it! |

: | ed in large areas of American 
teaching, the plain physical fact of the school system 


is a matter for unanimous congratulation. This, at 
least In part, is what freedom has achieved. 

But if the unparalleled growth of the schools sup- 
ported by public funds is a mighty tribute to Ameri- 
cas zeal for learning and her ambition to build an 
intelligent democratic society, no less astonishing has 
been the growth and accomplishment of the private 
and church-related schools during the same relative 
period. In candor, it deserves to be said that their 
record affords an even more impressive example of the 
American spirit at work, for it has been brought about 
not by the advantage of public funds nor by the spur 
of legislative mandate, but by the free cooperation of 
those convinced of their importance and necessity. - It 
is, incidentally, wholly erroneous to conceive that 
these schools represent a diminishing force in the 
American educational system. Their growth today, 
proportionately, equals where it does not actually 
exceed that of schools maintained by public: author- 
ity. 

Let this be fully understood: Private and church- 
related schools in America exist not by sufferance but 
by right. The right.is implicit in the whole concept 
of American freedom and immunity from totalitarian 
oppression and ‘in the constitutional framework of our 
Federal government and of the several States. Under 
attack it has been rendered explicit by the decision of 
the Supreme Court of the United States in the cele- 
brated Oregon School Case. Thus far, happily, the 
right of the parent to educate the child has not been 
successfully challenged in any American court. The 
country agrees that this right is basic to the definition 
of freedom. Be that education provided by the state- 
supported school, the private school, or the church- 
affiliated school, the choice of the parent is decisive. 
If the state has a concurrent right to decree a minimal 
education for its citizens, as a vital necessity in a 
modern democratic society, that:right does not extend 
to an arbitrary designation of the school or the educa- 
tional agency. It is, rather, a general might, limited by 
the primary right of the parent to exercise his choice 
according to his best wisdom and his conscience. 
Indeed, it is worth remarking that while the state may 
usefully engage in the business of education, as dem-

onstrated in our national experience, it has no author- 
ity either to monopolize the field.or to arrogate to 
itself exclusive privileges and powers. The state, by 
definition, is not itself primarily an educative agency; 

The right of the parent to attend to the child's edu- 

«cation is, moreover, antecedent to any human law or 
institution. It is vested in his very nature and is de- 
manded ‘as a fulfillment of his actual parenthood. In 
this it reflects the inviolability of the human person 
and his freedom under God. It is indeed a right which 
must’ be exercised in accordance with sound reason 
and consistently with the just demands of society, 
but it remains fundamentally intact in the parent's 
keeping. It is a manifestation of the law of nature in 
concrete action. So it is that private and religious 
education in America rests upon the law of nature as 
well as upon the law of the land. 

For Catholic parents there is an additional impera- 
tive.

As conscientious Catholics, they “think with the 
Church”: with supreme confidence in a divine wis- 
dom, and with magnificent generosity, they have pro- 
vided the indicated means, the Catholic school. 

It is dangerous thinking to suppose that the ex- 
istence of the private school is an infringement upon 
the domain of the school supported by public funds. 


' The private school is a. concrete demonstration of the 


fact that education is not a monopoly of public auth- 
ority. It should be added, moreover, that the private 
school provides a saving and challenging variety in 
the total. system, beneficial. to the whole and mani- 
festly fruitful in its effects. ‘Those. who would «seek 


to abolish the private school would not only sin against . 


justice, they would destroy something very precious 
in American life.

However, although it is 
better to be cautious and 
not to stress overmuch the 
idea of the Church’s New 
Year’s day, there is no rea- 
son why we should not re- 
gard Advent as a new be- 
ginning. Every year the 
Church invites us again to 
celebrate the . wonderful 
deeds our Saviour wrought 
for us; and the main theme 
of the -liturgy of these 
weeks is that. we prepare 
ourselves in joyful antici- 
pation against the feast of 
His Nativity, when by tak- 
ing our manhood He 
pledged Himself to be the 
Redeemer of His fellow- 
men. 

Within. a few weeks it 
will be Christmas again, 
when we will commemor- 
ate that at a given moment 
of history, in a small town 
in Palestine, the Son of 
God became man. During 
these weeks of preparation 
we listen to Isaias, who 
most clearly of all the pro- 
phets foretold the coming 
of the last and greatest 
Savior of Israel, the ful- 
fillment of all the redemp- 
tions wrought in former 
times, like that by Moses, 
by King Cyrus and the 
Maccabees. 

St. John the Baptist,

hook up with the Catholic Newman Club. 
This observation is based upon the estimate o 
Newman Club chaplains at these schools that only one 
out of five Catholic students attend Newman Club 
functions. And that, they say, is putting it high. | 
I am minded to say something about the situation 
at this time because I have spoken at Newman Club 
meetings four or five times within the last two months 
On as many different secular campuses. On one camp- 
us, for instance there are 3,000 Catholic students, 
Know how many active Newman Club members there 
are on that campus? One hundred and twenty—much 
less than one out of five. On another Campus there 
are 2,100 Catholic students. Eighty-five are signed 
members of the Newman Club. On still another there 
are 640 Catholic students. Sixty of these belong to the 
Newman Club. And so it goes. 
% Sees the Chaplains say, one out of five is putting it 
igh. 
But the Chaplains go on from there. Those whom 
I have met tell me that within the freshman year 
practically half the Catholics who enroll begin to miss 
Mass frequently, even though they were regular at 
home. By the time this same group reaches sophomore 
year, they will go to Confession and Holy Communion 
only about twice during the entire school year. Junior 


and senior years will continue about the same, with . 


putting themselves completely out of the Church. 
But before we make any comment at all, let’s 
add some more facts, just to fill in the picture. The 
Catholic Chaplain gets the namés of all Catholic stu- 
dents enrolled. He sends a letter to every Catholic 
student on the campus, telling him about the New- 
man Club, where it is, what time it meets together 
with a list of activities for Catholics. On Sundays at 
all the Masses he repeats this same information, week 
after week. (On some c4mpuses the Newman Club is 


e favored with a Chapel, at other schools Catholic stu-, 


dents go to the parish church nearest the Campus.) 
Then the Chaplain sends more letters, for special 
events, for instance. Furthermore, he gets word out 
to Catholic students through his small Newman group, 
in season and out of season, that the club is in ex- 
istence, that it meets, etc. 

The results are as stated—one out of five Catholic 
students belong to their campus Newman Club. 

The big question is “Why?” Why don’t they come? 
Why do four out of five Catholic students avoid the 
Newman Club and the Catholic contacts provided? 
What happens? 

To get the answer to these and other questions, I 
asked some regular Newman Club. members what 
answers they got when they tried to persuade their 
fellow Catholic students to come to Newman meetings. 

Here are some sample answers: a) Havén’t time. 
b) I went to a Catholic school all my hfe. That’s 
enough religion. Sunday Mass is enough. c) I’ve got 
an opportunity to learn “the other side’ now. The 
priest at the Newman Club will put you back in the 
same old rut. d) (From a Catholic girl) If a girl goes 
to a Newman Club weiner bake on Saturday night 
everyone there will know she can’t get a date. Same 
with other affairs. e) How can you have a good time 
when they don’t allow liquor? f) One of the advant- 
ages in coming to a school like this is to get out and 
meet people. Why tie yourself down to a Catholic 
group as soon as you get here? Why be so narrow 
minded? The idea of Catholics always sticking to- 
gether makes me sick. 

So there it is. I don’t say that these are adequate 
answers. But they are answers. And they represent 
the thinking of four out of five Catholic students ‘who 
attend secular schools of higher learning. 

Now I am perfectly aware that all Catholic stu- 
dents could never be crowded into Catholic colleges, 
Most Catholic colleges are completely filled and have 
promised enrollments for a year or so ahead. As the 
years go on this situation will be even more acute. I 
am also aware that a certain secular school might 
have just the course you want and the Catholic school 
doesn’t—although most colleges, secular or otherwise, 
are now going for basic liberal arts courses at which 
Catholic Colleges excel. 

Yet, there are far too many Catholic students who 
do not see the dire necessity of bracing themselves for 
the non-religious environment which they will enter 
once they set foot on a secular campus. As a result 
they walk into it like babes in the woods. They soon 
swing in “with-the crowd.” Being away from home 
for the first time, they enjoy a sort of new found free- 
dom and they take advantage of it, at first innocently. 
Before they know it they’re in sin and living constant- 
ly in sin, Naturally, the letters home continue about 
the same— ”I went to Mass this morning. Father had 
a good sermon, etc.” The folks never know the differ- 
ence. It’s all a sad but familiar story.

ers: Look! Here is the Lamb of God! 

Above all we meditate during this time upon the 
wonderful calling of David’s daughter; a -Virgin. con- 
ceives in her womb a Child who is the Son of God, 

However. these are not the only themes of :Ad- 
vent. While preparing us for the feast of Christ’s Na- 
tivity, the Church by means of her liturgy exhorts us 
at the same time to be ready for His second coming, 
when He will appear in glory to bring to its close the 
work He undertook at His taking of our flesh. 

The fact that the two comings of Our Lord are 
thus brought together, is not just poetry or literary 


embellishment. Sometimes the liturgical texts in our 


missal deal with the Divine Birth at Bethlehem as well 


as with the Lord’s coming on the last day. Both are 
seen in the same perspective, because—and this is the 


teaching of the Advent liturgy we must try to under- 
stand—the first coming of the Lord is closely connect- 


ed with His return, when He shall judge the living and 


the deda. 


We believe that at the first Christmas in history, 
the Son of God was given to us; but also that in our 
state as exiles in this world, we are still waiting for 
Him. The mystery we celebrate at Christmas is a 
reality, because we really possess what has been 
granted us in Our Lord. On the other hand, our Christ~- 2 
mas feast is a promise and a token; for only in the 
light of the Lord’s glory shall we comprehend those 
riches in their full extent. We are redeemed, but only 
then will it become entirely clear to us what it means 


to be redeemed. 


In this way we understand also why even a third 
coming of Christ is mentioned in the explanations of 
Advent. This is the Advent of Our Lord in every single 
Christian, through God’s grace. For when we pray that 
we may be worthy to celebrate Christmas in the way 
Christians ought to do, and when we meditate upon 
how the coming feast will be a preparation for our 
final meeting with Our Lord, we cannot but ask to be 


united with Him, more closely each day.

The N.C.W:C. correspondent 
further pointed out the tremen- 
dous schedule carried by the Holy 
Father since he moved to Castel-| 
gandolfo last July 30. Among nu-! 
merous other activities, he  has'| 
prepared and delivered 24 lengthy | 
discourses in the summer and fall 
months. 

When the Oggi article first ap- 
peared, a spokesman in the Vati- 
can secretariat of state who was 
questioned replied, “What can we 
say?” 
He indicated denial or confir- 
mation could be issued only by the 
Pontiff’s personal authority.

Casimiri said “This press office 
has been authorized to confirm 
what has been announced by the 
weekly illustrated Oggi in its is- 
sue of Nov. 24 about the vision of 
the Holy Father in the course of 
his illness of December, 1954.” 


Even before the account of the} 


Pope’s sickbed Vision was publish- 
ed, various rumors said that super- 
natural intervention was respon- 
sible for bringing about the Holy 
Father’s extraordinary 
from his grave illness. The Oggi 


article, however, is the first de- 
tailed one and the only one to be 


confirmed by responsible Vatican 
quarters. The author’s source of 
information is still unknown. 


The following is Oggi’s account 
of the vision: 


“REGARDING THE illness from 
which the Holy Father recovered 
in December of last year, we are 
in a position. to reveal to the world 
a hitherto unknown and miraculous 


‘fact that happened during those 


critical days. 

“When his sufferings became 
ever more painful, the Pope 
often repeated to himself the 
prayer ‘Soul of Christ, Sanctify 
Me.’ During the night when the 
crisis reached its highest point, 
the patient, who for a time re- 
mained alone in his room, re- 
cited that prayer again. 


“When he came to the invoca- 
tion, ‘In the hour of my death, call 
me,’ he saw beside his bed the 
sweet figure of Jesus. At that mo- 
ment the Holy Father thought that 
the Master had come to call him 
to Himself and, serenely answer- 


ing the call, continued the prayer, 


‘and bid me come-unto Thee.’ 


“But: Jesus had not come to take 
him, but rather to comfort him 
and, we think, to assure him that 
his hour had not yet come. 


“THE HOLY FATHER is abso- 
lutely sure that he saw Jesus. It 
was not a-dream. He was fully 
awake and lucid at the time. 


“The following day, when it 
seemed that there was no more 
hope and when newspapers all 
over the world had already come 
out with predictions of an immi- 
nent catastrophe, the patient be- 
gan to fimprove in such an un- 
expected fashion that it seemed 
miraculous to many. 

“This event was confided by the 
Holy Father to very few persons, 
whom he asked not to divulge it. 
As a matter of fact the secret has 
been kept until now and only an 
affectionate indiscretion by one of 
the people who knew about it has 
enabled us to learn and tell about 
this wonderful event, which will 
undoubtedly deeply move Catholics 
all over the: world.” 

The, Oggi report on the vision 
was part of a long article on the 
Holy Father’s forthcoming return 
to the Vatican from his summer 
residence in Castelgandolfo. The 
article gave a detailed account of 
the Pope’s daily activities at Cas- 
telgandolfo.
